President «Callics was furious when 
he learned that three priests participat- 
ed in the battle. This fact, incidental- 
ly, is boasted by the rebels, who claim 
they are fighting a fair war, and have 
the right to take up arms and follow 
the leadership of the heads of the 


How Callies Announced 

Gen. Callies called in the. editors of 
Universal and Excelster,.the two. big 
Mexican papers. He handed them ani of- 
ficial statement concerning the battle. 

“You will print this statement, with- 
out change, without editorial comment, 
and without any headlines whatever,” 
Calles ordered them. “In case you

The editors protested. 
“Gentlemen,” replied Calles, “I ac- 
cept no protests. From this day the 
presidency of Mexico ends; the dictator- 
ship of Mexico begins.” 


Clamps on Censorship. 
Immediately after this open declara- 
tion of dictatorship President Calles or- 
dered a mobilization and clamped on a 
censorship. This censorship, which 
enraged the American and other for- 
eign press representatives, was,gccord- 
ing to the Calles spokesmen, put into 
effect because the Roman Catholic| 
hierarchy in Mexico City had been 
sending inétructions to the rebels in 
Jalisco and other states where the 
fighting is going on.

NEARING PEACE IN 
NICARAGUA. 


Henry L. Stimson, the American mediator sent 
by President Coolidge to Nicaragua, has informed 
the state department of an agreement between 
the two native fighting parties which is expected 
to bring peace back to the country. The forces 
ef Diaz and Sacasa are to disarm and the people 
are to have the chance to get their June crops in. 
There is_to be a general amnesty and a return of 
all confiscated property. A constabulary will be 
organized under American officers and until this 
is regarded as adequate a force of marines will be 
responsible for order. 

Diaz is to remain as president, but is to admit 
men from Sacasa’s party into his cabinet, and a 
general election will be held in 1928 under Amert- 
can supervision. -The state department did not 
mention what was reported independently from 
Managua, that the Sacasa party yielded to reason 
on the understanding that if it did not the Ameri- 
cans would take the field against them to disarm 

That may be true if the pacification is obtained, 
and if the terms are accepted and carried out Nica- 
fagua will get the good of it. If the United States 
had to intervene at all its intervention should have 
been effective in stopping the fighting, either by 
Mediation or by force. To the liberal minded con- 
tention that the American procedure been a 
disgraceful outrage the terms of the agreement 
may be offered. If they are disgraceful, then the 
futile killing of the Nicaraguan natives, conscripted 
by partisan leaders in a fight which did not con- 
cern them, was humanitarian and words have lost 
their meaning: 

The real outrage, apparently, is that the United 
States considers itself responsible for the mainte- 
mance of an approximately civilized condition in 
Nicaragua, and even if questions of ordinary hu- 
manity are to be left out of consideration that 
policy is required for the general well being of the 
entire Central American and Caribbean regions. 
These little plague spots of disorder do not contain 
their consequences wholly within themselves. They 
pave immeasurable possibilities of the gravest inter- 
mational character.

N eminent citizen bewails the 
evolution of the drug store. He 
is particularly unhappy because 
the soda fountain and the lunch 
counter now take up the best space, and 
the man who wants to get a little medi- 
cine must find his way throug’ lunch 
tables to the rear somewhere in order to 
make his purchase. 

I am not so sure that the change is al- 
together for the worse. There was an 
odor of medicine about the old style 
drug store that was easily transformed 
into an odor of reverence. The formal 
rows of stately bottles were somewhat 
cathedral-like in their impressiveness. 
To lose this was something of a loss. 

But let us see what the soda fountain 
and the lunch counter really displaced. 
In the first place, let's consider the con- 
tents of those row on row of gallon bot- 
tles. They looked impressive. They had 
giass stoppers and raised porcelain 
labels, each bearing a title written in 
Latin and printed tn gold letters. The 
preparations in those bottles are known 
in the trade as Galenicala. The medi- 
cines themselves actually went out of use 
twenty to fifty years ago. The medicine 
in these bottles stayed there untouched, 
slowly changing with time, for say twen- 
ty years, taking up space—nothing but 
tombstones. .

PRISON 
NORTH RUSSIA 


Yank Arrested by Soviets 
Tells His Story. 


The following is a continuation of 
the series of articles on present day 
Russia by Mr. Kopman, a Brooklyn 
salesman whovwas born in Russia and 
who returned after the war as a sales- 
gan for several American firms. After 
several years he toas arrested as 
violator of soviet trade monopoly rules. 
He was in prison for more than a year.

[Chicago Tribune Press Service.] | 
LONDON, May 8.-—Pidture a long 
loghouse, 300 by 90 feet, roofed with 
shingles so poorly laid that the moon 
shines through, walled with squared. 
logs calked with moss, the floor al-. 
Ways wet and damp and covered in 
the winter with a thin layer of ice, 
and along the walls and down the 


center several rows of “ nara,” double 
detked bunks. Add to this filth, dirt, 
and vermin, and you have a true pic- 
ture of the barracks of the Wishery 
prison camp, in the extreme north of 


* Russia, where thirty degrees below 


zero in October is not uncommon. 
These barracks contain from 400 to 
450 prisoners, a large percentage of 
whom are suffering from tuberculosis, 
scurvy, and social and other diseases. 
The sick are not isolated. The super- 
intendent says there is a lack of room. 
But there are logs all around the 
camp, and yet they say there are not 
enough barracks for the prisoners. 
The superintendent of Wishery is 
Kotelnikoff, a former sailor, a commu- 
nist, a chekist, and a brute. His as- 
gigtant, a captain of the guards, is 
called Ivdra, and has all the character- 
istics of his master. ; 
Break Ice to Wash. 


At 5 a. m. the gong rings—just when 


: the sleepers are beginning to get 


warm. Everybody arises. Some wash 
and others do not, for one must break 
thick icé to obtain water, and it is 
bitter cold outside. Some run to the 
kitchen and bring back kettles of tea, 
the same yellow colored water they 
served me in Moscow Lubianka prison. 
Still fewer of the prisoners here have 
gugar, and they hoard it carefully. 

At 6 everybody is outside in line, 
each company separate, for the morn- 
ing roll call, inspection, and assign- 
ments for the day’s work. By 7 all 
are at work, felling trecs, scraping off 


the bark and trimming off the 


ches and hauling them through 

forest to the river bank: Each 
Prisoner is supposed to accomplish a 
certain amount of work. If he is un- 
able to finish he is either punished or' 
compelled to work overtime. 

Bach foremafh is in charge of from 
fiftéen to twenty men. He divides them 
into groups—one to fell the trees, 
another to cut off the branches, an- 
other to roll them into piles. Each 
group of three is supposed to account 
for twenty-seven pine trees before 6 
Pp. m. Some of these trees are three 
feet in diameter and they must be 
felled, the tops cut off, scraped of 
bark, and piled. This is a physically 
impossible task, to make two cuts, 
one at the bottom, the other at the 
top of the tree with a cheap saw,

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WHEAT

Traders were disposed to take a bear- 
ish view of the grain markets, dasing it 
on the action of the Board of Trade di- 
rectors after the close on Saturday, 
adopting a resolution to the effect that 
trading In contracts for future delivery 
should not extend beyond September 30. 
The idea is to prevent making con- 
tracts for December delivery so that 


the grain trade can be prepared to take 
any action deemed necessary should 
the lilinois house concur with the sen- 
ate’s passage of the Keasinger bill which 
is considered by grain men as too drastic 
for the Chicago Board of Trade to oper- 
ate under. 

There has been a wonderful revival] in 
trade in the last few weeks, the volume 
of business abont doubling, although 
wheat sales last week were 242,427,000 
bu, 60,000,000 bn less than last year, 
while corn sales were 135,728,000 bu, 
compared with 62,028,000 bu last year. 

In addition to the unsettled feeling 
created by the political situation at 
Springfield, there is a belief in certain 
quarters that the Kessinger bill for 
regulation by a commission of three 
will become Jaw. 


Government Report Today. 
There is uncertainty as to the govern- 


ment report due in Chicago at 3 o'clock 
this afternoon, giving the production 


_ and revised acreage of winter wheat. 


Hstimates on yields are for 596,000,000 
to 604,000,000 bu, and will compare with 
an average of 697,000,000 bu far the 
private reports issued during the week. 

Last year’s harvest was 627,000,000 ba, 
and the five year average is 673,000,000 
bu. Condition is estimated at 87 to 88, 
compared with 84.5 in April, 84 in May 
last year, and 83.7 as the ten year aver- 
age. Abandonment of acreage is esti- 
mated at around 7 per cent, or close to 
3,000,000 acres, while the area seeded 
last fall was 41,807,000 acres. The ten 
year average abandonment is 12.5 per 
cent. 

Wheat prices have advanced almost 
i2c for May and 10c for July, and over 
& for September from the low point 
of the season, based on the strong 
foreign situation, large export purchase, 
with July wheat in Liverpool around 
24c over Chicago, and a full shipping 
basis.
